McKinney-Vento Local Educational Agencies (LEAs) Requirements- 

According to the Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) between ED and the U.S. Department of 
Interior — Bureau of Indian Education, bureau-funded schools are considered to be local educational 
agencies (LEAs). Therefore, all bureau-funded schools must comply with the following key provisions of 
the McKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act (Title X, Part C, of NCLB) in serving their homeless youth 
and children which is not limited to the schools receiving McKinney-Vento subgrants. 


=" Educational stability for homeless youth and children 
= Immediate school access/enrollment for homeless youth and children 
= Must appoint and identify a Local Homeless Education Liaison 


= Set aside a percentage Title | funds serve homeless youth and children
